Deſertions have happened, more or leſs; Pe many of 
the ſhips that have been at the Society Iflands ; but it ever 
Has been in the commanders power to make the chiefs re- 
turn their people : the knowledge, therefore, that it was 
unſafe to defert, perhaps, firſt led mine to conſider with 
What eaſe fo fmall a ſhip might be ſurprized, and that fo fa- 


er an opportunity would never offer to them again. 


The ſecrecy of this mutiny is beyond all conception. 


"Thirteen of the party, who were with me, had always lived 


forward among the people; yet neither they, nor the meſs- 
mates of Chriſtian, Stewart, Haywood, and Young, had ever 


obſerved any circumſtance to give them ſuſpicion of what 


was going on. With ſach clofe-planned acts of villainy, and 
ray mind free from any ſuſpicion, it is not wonderful that 1 
have been got the better of. Perhaps, if I had had marines, 
a centinel at my cabin-door might have prevented it; fo 
1 ſlept with the door always open, that the officer of the 
wall might "oe acceſs to me on all occaſions, The die

It now remained with me to confider what was beſt to 


be done. My firſt determination was to ſeck 'a fupply 
of bread- fruit and water at Tofoa, and | afterwards to fail 
for Tongataboo, and there riſk a ſolicitation to Poulaho, 
the king, to equip my boat, and grant a ſupply of water 
and proviſions, ſo as to enable us to reach the Eaſt Indies. 


The quantity of proviſions 1 found in the boat was 


150 lb. of bread, 16 pieces of pork, each piece weighing 21b. 
6 quarts of rum, 6 bottles of wine, with 25" gallons of 
water, and four empty barrecoes. 

Wedneſday, April zaqth *. Happily the afternoon kept 


calm, until about 4 o'clock, when we were ſo far to wind- 
ward, that, with a moderate eaſterly breeze which fprung 


up, we were able to fail. It was nevertheleſs dark when we 


got to Tofoa, where I expected to land; but the ſhore. 


proved to be fo ſteep and rocky, that I was obliged to give 


up all thoughts of it, and keep the boat under the lee of 


the ifland with two oars; for there was no anchorage; Hav- 
ing fixed on this mode of proceeding for the night, I ſerved;

Somme, with much difficulty, climbed the cus, 
and got about 20 co fruts, and others flung them to 
ropes, by which we hauled them through the ſurf into the 
boat. This was all that could be done here; and, as I found 
no place ſo eligible as the one we had left to ſpend the 
night at, I returned to the cove, and, having ſerved a cocoa- 
nut to each perſon, we went to reſt again in the boat. 
At dawn of day I attempted to get to ſea; but the wind 
and weather proved ſo bad, that I was glad to return to 
my former. ſtation; where, after iſſuing a morſel of breud 
andꝭ a ſpoonful of rum to each perſon, wWe landed, and 1 
went off with Mr. Nelſon, Mr. Samuel, and ſome others, 
into the country, having hauled ourſelves up the precipice 
by long vines, which were fixed there by the natives for 
chat purpoſe; this being the only way into the country. 
We found a few deſerted huts, and a ſmall plantain walk, 
but little taken care of; from which we could only collect 
three ſmall bunches of plantains. After paſſing this place, 
we came to a deep gully that led towards a mountain, 
near a volcano; and, as I conceived that in the rainy ſea- 


ſon very great torrents of water muſt paſs through! it, 


we hoped to find. ſufficient for our ufe remaining in ſome 
holes of the rocks; but, after all our ſearch, the whole 
that we found was only nine gallons, in the courſe of the 
higheſt mountain in the iſland, on which is the volcano that 
is almoſt conſtantly burning. The country near it is all 
covered with lava, and has a moſt-dreary appearance. As 
we had not been fortunate in our diſcoveries, and 'faw but 
little to alleviate . our diſtreſſes, we filled our cocoa-nut 


ſhells with the water we found, and returned exceedingly fati-

Every per- 
ſon, being returned by noon, I gave about an ounce of pork 
and two plantains to each, with half a glaſs of wine.

but nothing eatable could be found: ſo that, upon the 
whole, we confidered ourſelves on nnn N of 
land as could well be imagined.

We were very little better than 
ſtarving, with plenty in view; yet to attempt procuring 
any relief was attended with ſo much danger, that pro- 
longing of life, even in the midſt of miſery, was thought 
preferable, while there remained hopes of being able to 
ſurmount our hardſhips. For my own part, I conſider the 
general run of cloudy and wet weather to be a bleſſing of 
Providence. Hot weather would have cauſed us to have 
died with thirſt; and perhaps being ſo conſtantly covered 
with rain or ſea protected us from that dreadful calamity. 
As 1 had nothing to aſſiſt my memory, I could not deter- 
mine whether theſe iflands wege a part of the New. Hebri- 
des or not: I believed them perfectly a: new diſcovery, 
which I have fince found to be the caſe ; but, though they

ſtones, and its fize too inconſiderable to ſhelter the boat, I 


and a fine ſandy point to land at. Our diſtance was about a 


quarter of a mile from a projecting part of the main, bearing 
from SW by 8, to NNWIW. I now landed to examine 
if there were any ſigns of the natives being near us; but 
though I diſcovered ſome old fire-places, I ſaw nothing to 


alarm me for our ſituation during the night. Every one 


was anxious to find ſomething to eat, and I ſoon heard that 
there were oyſters on the rocks, for the tide was out; but it 


was nearly dark, and only a few could be gathered. I de- 
termined therefore to wait till the morning, to know how 
to proceed, and I conſented'that one half of us ſhould ſleep 
on ſhore, and the other in the boat. We would gladly 


have made a fire, but, as we could not accompliſh it, we 


took our reſt for the night, which happily was calm and

This, if it had happened at ſea, would probably have 
deen the cauſe of our periſhing, as the management of the 
boat could not have been ſo nicely preferved as theſe very 
heavy ſeas required. I had often expreſſed my fears of this 
accident, and, that we might be prepared for it, had taken 
the precaution to have grammets fixed on each quarter of 
the boat for oars; but even our utmoſt readineſs in uſing. 
them, I fear, would not have ſaved us. It appears, there- 
fore, a providential circumſtance, that it happened at this 
place, and was in our power to remedy the defect; for by 
great good luck we found a large * in the boat 1

The parties were now returned, highly: rejoices at hav= 
ing found plenty of -oyfiers and freſh water. I alſo had

bowels, a los of ſight, much drought, and an inability to 


walk. This I found was occaſioned by his being unable 


wo fapport the heat of the ſun, and that, when he Was 


fatigued and faint, inſtead of retiring into the ſhade to reſt, 
he had continued to do more than his ſtrength was equal 


to. It was a great fatis faction to me to find, that he had 


no fever; and it was now that the little wine, which I had {6 

carefully ſaved, became of real uſe. I gave it in very ſmall 
quantities, with fome ſmall pieces of bread ſoaked in it; 
and, having pulled off his ctoaths, and hid him under ſome 
ſhady buſhes, he began to recover. The boatſwain and 


carpenter alſo were ill, and complained of head-ach, and

ſoaked in half a glaſs of wine, and he continued to mend. 


In my walk round the iſland, I found ſeveral cocoa- mut 
ſhells, the remains of an old wigwam, and the backs of two 


turtle, but no ſign of any men One of my people 


found three ſea-fowPs eggs. | 
As is common on ſuch ſpots;;therſoil.; is little other than 
ſand, yet it produced ſmall toa-trees, and ſome others, 
that we were not acquainted with. There were fiſh in 
the lagoon, but we could not catch any. As our wants, 


therefore, were not likely to be ſupplied here, not even 


with water for our daily expence, I determined to ſail 


in the morning, aſter trying our ſucceſs, in che night for 


turtle and birds. A quiet night's reſt alſo, I conceived, 
would be of effential ſervice to thoſe Who were unwell. 

From the wigwam and turtle-ſhell being found, it is 
certain that the natives ſometimes reſort to this place, and 


have canoes: but I did not apprehend that we ran any riſk. 
by remaining here. I directed our fire, however, to be 
made inthe thicket, that we might not be diſcovered in the 
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night.

1 thought it could be ſeen from the main. I was juſt ſatiſ- 
fied that it could not, when on a ſudden the ifland appear- 
ed all in a blaze, that e have been ſeen at a much more 
conſiderable diſtance. I ran to learn the cauſe, and found 


it was occaſioned 'by the imprudente and obſtinacy of one 


of the party, who, in my abſence, had inſiſted on having 
a fire: to himſelf; in making which the flames caught 
the neighbouring graſs and rapidly ſpread. This mi- 
conduct might have produced very ſerious conſequences, 
by diſcovering our ſituation to the natives; for; if they had

ping. The northernmoſt I call Wedneſday Ifland : to the 


NW of this we fell in with a large reef, which 1 believe 
joins a number of keys that were in fight from the NW 
to the ENE. We now ſtood to the SW. half a league, 
when it was noon, and I had a good obſervation of the 
latitude in 10 31r' S. Wedneſday Iſland bore E by 8 five 
miles; the weſternmoſt land S W two or three leagues; the 
; iſlands to the northward, from NW by W four or five 
leagues, to N E fix leagues; and the reef from W to NE, 
diſtant one mile. I now aſſured every one that we ſhould | 
be clear of New Holland in the afternoon... 

It is impoſſible for me to ſay how far this reef may 
extend. It may be a continuation, or a detached part of 
the range of ſhoals that farround the coaſt: but be that as 
it may, I corifider the mountainous iſlands as ſeparate en 
the ſhoals; and have no doubt that near them may be 
found good paſſages for ſhips. But I rather recommend to 
8 thoſe who are to paſs this ſtrait from the eaſtward, to take 
their direction from the coaſt of New Guinea: yet, I 
likewiſe think that a ſhip coming from the ſouthward, 
will find a fair ſtrait in the latitude of 10 8. © much 
wiſhed to have aſcertained this point; but in our diſ- 
treſsful ſituation, any increaſe of fatigue, or loſs of time, 
might have been attended with the moſt fatal conſe- 
Fe.

Mall iſland was now ſeen bearing W, at which I arrived 


before dark, and found that it was only a rock, where

A fmall key alſo lies cloſe to the W part of the coaſt, which 
I have called Shoal Cape. Here terminated the rocks and 
Tſhoak of the N part of New Holland, for, except Booby 
land, we could ſee no land to the Wend of 8. after

I find that Booby Hland was ſeen by Captain Cook, and, 
by a remarkable coincidence of ideas, received from him 
the fame name; but I cannot with certainty reconcile the 
fituation of many parts of the coalt that I have ſeen, to his 
ſurvey. I aſcribe this to the very different form in which 
land appears, when ſeen from the unequal heights of a ſhip 
and a boat. The chart I have given, is by no means meant 
to ſuperſede that made by Captain Cook, who. had better 
opportunities than I had, and was in every reſpect pro- 
_ . perly provided for ſurveying. The intention of mine is

ſhew in what manner the coaſt appeared-to: me from an 
open boat. I have little doubt that the opening, which I 
named the Bay of Iſlands, is Endeavour Straits; and that 
our track was to the northward of Prince of Wales's Iſles.
